Text—And be ye kind one to 
another, tenderhearted, forgiv- 
one another, even as God for 
Christ’s sake hath forgiven you. 
Eph. 4:32. 

It is our purpose to present 
this subject to our readers as a 
gentle reminder of our duty to 
one another, remembering the 
precious words, “If we have not 
the Spirit of Christ we are none 
of His,” and in view of the 
fact that the Cause that we 
hold dear is suffering because 
of the manifestation of an un- 
kind, hard-hearted and unfor- 
giving spirit and that a hungry 
world is anxiously waiting for 
the manifestation of the true, 
unselfish, genuine spirit of 
Christianity; a people to show 
the kindness of the Lord, a 
tender, gentle spirit, full of love 
and ready always to forgive, a 
people easily moved to tears. 
Yea, those who would rather 
weep over the erring ones than 
to- rejoice because of their 
downfall, Our earnest prayer is 
that God will give us a supply 
of the Spirit while we go fur- 
ther into this timely theme and 
that our pure minds will be 
stirred up by way of remem- 
brance. 

It is our purpose in this ar- 
ticle to especially emphasize 
three words of the above text, 
“KIND, TENDERHEARTED, 
FORGIVING.” 

KIND 

Webster defines the word KIND 
as follows: “In a kind manner, 
affectionately, sympathetically, 
with good will, with a disposi- 
tion to make others happy, or to 
oblige, agreeable, pleasantly.” 
We are exhorted in the Scrip- 
tures to “be kindly affectioned 
one to another with brotherly 
love; in honour preferring one 
another.” Now, this quotation 
does not appear accidentally in 
the Bible, but it is there for our 
learning and that we should 
conform our lives to the golden 
principle contained therein. Iam 
sure we should thus be kindly 
affectioned toward each other. 
The unkind, harsh, rough, ugly, 
frowning disposition will not 
win this world for Christ and 
the Church, neither does the 
manifestation of such a spirit 
belong to the humble Christian, 
who seeks only the glory of God 
and the salvation of the lost. 

Much depends on the dispo- 
sition that we manifest in win- 
ning precious souls, Itis a kind, 
loving disposition that gets hold 
of the hearts of others. While 
this is very essential in appeal- 
ing to the unsaved it is also es- 
sential to manifest such a spirit 
~ one another. Surely we need 

help of each other in these 
anys of awful, trial,and cruel 
testing. While the spirit of the 





age is corralling the forces of 
evil and organizing against us, 
surely we should stand heart 
and soul with each other.If there 
ever was a time in all the his- 
tory of the world that it was 
necessary for the children of 
God to stand together and be 
kind, loving and gentle toward 
each other it is now. Oh, for 
the Spirit of Jesus to be domin- 
ating and controlling our every 
move. 

One of the veterans of old in- 
quired where he could show the 
kindness of the Lord. How 
much there is in little things, 
little deeds of ktdness, little 
words of interest, kind words or 
encouragement. Oh, how they 
help when the forces of evil and 
the powers of darkness are pres- 
sing hard. Oh, how precious 
are words of sympathy in the 
hour of sickness and death. The 
opportunity should be appreci- 
ated to carry sunshine, love and 
pity into darknened and be- 
reaved homes. How much it 
helps to give something to feed 
the hungry and do something 
to relieve desperate need. 
Why not in these last days man- 
ifest that same spirit of the good 
samaritan, while the unkina 
pass by on one side and the 
hardhearted pass «~ “he other 
side, let us pourin the oil of 
kindness, place the unfortunate 
on our own beast, carry them 
to the place where they can be 
cared for and as did that good, 
sympathizing samaritan, pro- 
vide for present needs also for 
future needs. Oh, that preci- 
ous spirit of kindness, how it is 
needed in the Church, in the 
community and in the home. 

Beloved, it is too often the 
case when one falls that we re- 
joice when we should rather 
mourn. Why not go and take 
them by the hand and with kind 
words lift them up and exhort 
them to try it over again. One 
soul is as precious as another. 
Let us do our best to retain what 
we have and win all we can. I 
well remember some years ago 
while living in a certain city, do- 
ing mission work among the 
poor and neglected, automobiles 
were not plentiful at that time. 
I purchased a Jittle pony and 
‘bugaly, ‘the pony was almost 
blind and almost worthless to 
anybody else but me, but it serv- 
ed the purpose. While turning 
in the street near the Federal 
Building the little pony stepped 
on the marble pavement, its 
little feet slipped from under it 
and down it went. It had not 
more than fell until there were 
five or six well. dressed men 
gathered around to help it on 
its feet again. They lifted it 


‘up, straightened up the harness 


and said, “Now you are ready to 
go.” I said, “Thank you gen- 


tlemen,” but God gave me a 
lesson of kindness. I drove off 
down the street thinking it all 
over. I thought, this little $40.- 
00 pony fell, those fine men 
were anxious to lift it on its 
feet again, but some broken- 
hearted mother’s boy fell and 
instead of five or six to help him 
on his feet again there were 
that many to help kick him to 
the ditch . Some mother’s girl 
has been ruined by sin, but she 
falls beneath the notice and 
sympathy of those around her, 
while the hard-hearted man, 
who is equally responsible, sits 
in somebody else’s parlor with 
his cigarette in his mouth, plan- 
ning to steal the virture. of some 
other pure girl. Oh, let us tell to 
this lost world of a kind, loving, 
sympathetic and forgiving Sav. 
iorr who is able to make the 
vilest clean and to manifest His 
Spirit to a hungry world. 

“And beside this, giving all 
diligence, add to your faith vir- 
tue; and to virtue -knowledge; 
And to knowledge temperance; 
and to temperance patience; 
and to patience godliness; And 


to godliness brotherly KIND- 
NESS; and to brotherly KIND- 
NESS charity,” “Charity suf- 
fereth long, and is kind; charity 
envieth not; charity vaunteth 
not itself, is not puffed up.” 
TENDERHEARTED 
Webster defines this word as, 
“Having great sensibility, sus- 
ceptible to impressions or in- 
fluence, susceptible to the soft- 
er passions or emotions as of 
love or pity.* Considering the 
tremendous effect of the fall and 
the worldly environments we 
are not naturallv *-~‘derheart- 
ed. The daily struggles of life 
have a strong tendency to form 
in us and encourage a growing 
tendency reverse to tenderness. 
The strong competition in com- 
mercial life, the hard struggles 
that go on in social life, tho to 
some extent covered with the 
courtesies of manners, educa- 
tion and refinement often brings 
about a cold and cruel treat- 
ment that people give each 
other. The busy rush of the 
world, the weariness of hard 
work or daily toil with those

Many are the adventures of a 
seafarer, but the most thrili- 
ing that ever happened to me 
was that of a shipwreck in the 
West Indies a few years ago.

We could do little or 
nothing, so I went. to my berth 
where, after a prayer for our 
safety, soon fell asleep. Aft- 
erwards I.learned that I was 
the only one on board who had 
slept a wink that night. The 
next morning at daybreak we 
were ninety miles down the 
coast.and only a half.mile or so

If it were not for the prom- 
ises of the Lord we would be 
miserable creatures would we 
not? You say, Yes, I could not 
make it through the trials of 
each day if it were not for His 
precious promises. 

I am wondering if we appre- 
ciate the promises of the Lord 
as we should. He knew that 
His children would have hard 
times combating with Satan. He 
knew that they would be 
often sad hearted, and 
would shed many tears, and 
lose many, many nights of 
sleep. So in His wise providence 
He has given us many promises 
for our comfort. 

HOW MANY? 

It issaid there are thirty 
thousand promises in the Bible. 
Just think of this, He was so 
mindful of us that He nas left 
for us promises for every oc- 
casion and every circumstance 
of life. This is estimated to be 
eighty-two promises for each 
day in the year, nearly seven 
for each hour during the day. 
Do you think we have enough 
to make out with? Iam _ sure 
we have if we would only apply 
them. 

My wife has promised our lit- 
tle boy a little wagon for Christ- 
mas, and he feasts on this 
promise. He even wakes in the 
night and talks about his little 
wagon that mamma has prom- 
ised to buy for him. He is 
standing on the promise, he en- 
joys it, he meditates on it in the 
night seasons. He does not 
entertain the least doubt that 
it will come true. 

Oh that we as God’s children 
could learn to exercise simple, 
child-like faith, that we could 
meditate on them in the night 
seasons, and could feast on 
them by day, not only feast, 
but that we could pillow our 
head on them by night, also 
cover with them, then stand on 
them when we rise. 

The little boy is satisfied and 
happy with only one promise, 
but we sometimes become faint- 
hearted, discouraged and many 
times almost “down and out” 
yet wehave thirty thousand 
promises given for our com- 
fort. 

I wonder if the Lord doesn’t 
sometimes become worried with 
us? and repent that He had 
made man. 

WHAT KIND OF PROMISES? 

Peter says that God has giv- 
en unto us, exceeding, great and 
precious promises. “Exceeding 
great.” He has promised to save 
our souls and keep us out. of 
hell. He has promised us peace 
and happiness while we dwell 
on this earth and joy and bliss 
He. has 
promised to heal us of all our 
diseases. Ifyou should try to 





estimate the worth of only 
these just mentioned, you could 


not do it, but would only have 
to say they are “exceeding 
great.” Then again looking at 
them from another angle you 
would have to say that they. are 
not only precious, but that they 
are exceedingly precims. 

Not only are they exceeding 
great and precious promises but 
they are SURH PROM.SES. 
Listen at the wise mafi speak, 
“Blessed be the Lord, that hath 
given rest unto his people Is- 
rael, according to all that he 
hath promised; there hath not 
failed one word of all his good 
promise, which he promised by 
the hand of Moses his servant.” 

This should encourage all 
saints to-day. - df the Lord did 
not let one promise fail con- 
cerning the children of Israel, 
could you think that He would 
let one fail concerning His 
blood-bought, Spirit-filled peo- 
ple to-day? No, never. 

While His promises are sure, 
precious and great, they are al- 
so conditional. We will men- 
tion a couple of examples. 
While the Lord has promised 
that the saints shall reign with 
Him, it is not unconditional, 
but He says. “If we suffer with 
him, we shall also reign with 
dim.” 

Some people whoare sick, 
seem to want to discount the 
promises of God. when He fails 
to immediately heal them after 
they announce to Him that they 
are standing en His promises.

who endeavor to provide for 
their dependants, these all act 
as a foe to real tenderness of 
heart in the lives of men and 
women. These only are some of 
the reasons, yet they are suffi- 
cient to press upon us all 
strongly the duty of cultivating 
the grace of being THNDER- 
HEARTED and thus manifest 
the true spirit of love and pity 
toward each other. 

We are reminded of the great 
example we have of the tender- 
ness of God. ‘Tenderness is a 
part of the very nature of Him 
to whom we shall all account. 
How often occurs in the Sacred 
Volume expressions about the 
tender mercies of God. There 
is such a thing as mercy with- 
out its being tender, just as 
there is kindness without its be- 
ing loving kindness. 

Tenderness is not weakness 
as some would have us believe. 
Some seem to think it is a sign 
they are weak if they manifest a 
spirit of love and pity and are 
easily moved to tears, but on the 
contrary, it implies the posses- 
sion of Spiritual strength. I 
fear that we have too much 
dry-eyed religion, but oh, that 
spirit of deep concern for the 
welfare of others, that holy pas- 
sion for lost men and women to 
be brought to the foot of the 
Cross. The tears of joy, sym- 
pathy and love cannot be over- 
estimated. Thank God we can 
look up to Him through our 
tears and that loving compas- 
sionate Savior of ours will look 
on them as beautiful, golden 
gems. We have heard of a few 
people in our lives who said 
they could not cry. Whata pity, 
when His eyes are over the 
righteous and His ears open to 
their cry. It has been said of 
those who seem to be hard- 
hearted and did not seem ever to 
be moved to tears that. they 
needed their heart broken. This 
is often true, God suffers things 
to come into our lives to break 
up our hearts to open the chan- 
nel of tears and bring us to the 
place where we can be tender- 
hearted, loving and gentle. 

One of the writers said, “Thy 
gentleness hath made me 
great.” Itis not the rough, 
hard-hearted, overbearing dis- 
position that wins true great- 
ness, but it is that humbleness 
of mind, meekness of spirit, 
gentleness of manner, yea, 
God‘s gentleness that brings 
true greatness. 

‘Genuine tenderness is. the 
stronger bending to the weak. 
It is something that serves, that 
does something to relieve actu- 
al need, yea, it is the snirtt that 
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possessed that good samaritan 
who actually poured oil and 
wine ‘into’ the wounds. It’ is 
helping the fallen ‘to their ‘feet. 


The grace of being terder- 


hearted is not to be' manifested 
exclusively toward our fellow- 
men but also toward God. The 
Bible speaks of some as “past 
feeling.” This is a condition that 
people get into because of their 
treatment of God. How often 
we are exhorted to “harden not 
your heart.” There is no more 
hardened condition of heart one 
can get into than to become 
wanting in qusceptibility to 
Divine influences. Think of the 
millions there are who sit un- 
der the sound of the sweet, old 
story of the Cross and yet be 
unmoved. How many there are 
in this sin cursed world who 
witness the miraculous demon- 
strations of Spiritual power; yet 
they refuse to yield to its influ- 
ence. Surely the great majority 
of the multiplied millions of 
earth are lacking in tenderness 
of heart. 

We find that it is our duty to 
be tender-hearted toward God 
and our fellowmen. Tender- 
hearted toward the weak, the 
feeble, the poor, the aged, fur- 
ther we should be very tender 
toward all those who are as- 
sociated with us in the work 
and service of Christ. We should 
prefer them to ourselves. We 
should be able to stand at the 
foot of the ladder while others 
scale the heights of honor 
and greatness. We ought to 
be able to rejoice over the 
successes of others and weep 
over__ their failures, yea, 
we should be able to 
humbly bow and kiss the rock 
that smites us. °° 

Dear saints, let us earnestly 
pray that God will enable us to 
ever manifest the spirit of love 
and pity toward all mankind 
and to become the happy re- 
cipients of untold blessings that 
come: to those who are kind, 
gentle and full of love and pity. 

FORGIVING 

“Forgiving one another, even 
as God for Christ’s sake hath 
forgiyen You.” This is the final 
and most difficult part of the 
subject, FORGIVING. I have 
heard people say, “I can forgive, 
but I can’t forget.” 

Webster defines FORGIVE to 
mean, “To cease to feel resent- 
ment against, on account of 
wrongs committed.” Now, if 
people actually forgive it is im- 
material whether they forget or 
not, from the simple fact that 
they have not complete coatrol 
of their memory. We May re- 


member things that have hap-|/ 


pened and yet not feel that re- 
sentment or unforgiving spirit. 
I am of the opinion that real for- 
giving means much more than 
we have considered. You may 
say that certain individuals have 
treated you very wrongfully 
and it is hard for you to over- 
come or pass them by, neverthe- 
less this Scripture must be 
obeyed regardless of the — ser- 
iousness of the wrong commiét- 
ted against us. You may say 
that forgiveness is conditioned 
on repentance. This is true to 
a great extent; yet we should 
always possess the spirit of for- 
giveness, 

When weconsider the hard 
and cruel testings, the wounds 
inflicted by those who do not 
appreciate us, who had rather 
see us sink to rise no more than 
to see us safely land en the oth- 
er shore, when we remember 
how they secretly devised our 
hurt, how they laid stumbling 
blocks in our way, prepared pits 
in which they hoped to see us 
fall, brought heartaches and 
sufferings until our heart 
strings were almost sore, caused 
burdens almost too heavy to 
bear. We may say, “Oh, this is 
too hard, how can I overcome, 
how can I be able to forgive?” 
then we look back ovér the hills 


of centuries and get a glimpse 
of a Mam who did no one any) 
wrong, He was always! € 
about doing good, “trying to’ 
make Himself a blessing to all. 
with whom He came in contact. 
He looked at the city with a 
sympathetic heart and wept 
over it, finally they led Him to 
the Cross and on that lonesome 
hill they nailed His hands and 
His feet and raised Him be- 
tween earth and sky, there to 
suffer and to die, with His en- 
emies surrounding Him. We 
hear the first words uttered 
from the Cross, “Father forgive 
them for they know not what 
they do.” What strange words 
fell from His lips, none could 
have been handled so cruel, yet 
He says, “Forgive them.” Now 
He is our pattern, we should 
walk as He walked. If He could 
forgive those who testified false- 
ly against Him, if He could for- 
give the man that plaited the 
crown of thorns, if He could 
forgive the man that pressed it. 
heavily on His brow, if He coula 
forgive the man *+~* ‘rove the 
spikes through His hands and 
His feet, if He could forgive 
those who ridiculed Him while 
hanging on the Cross, sure- 
ly if we possess His Spir- 
it we will forgive those 
who have cast our names 
out as evil, who have circulated 
slanderous and injurious re- 
ports, those who have designed 
to wreck our influence in the 
world, Oh, surely we can say 
here and now, “Father forgive 
them for they know not what 
they do.” These words coming 
from the Cross are very closely 
associated with the great plan 
of redemption. 

The story is told of an old 
Roman who said, when the 
Christian system was being in- 
troduced,’ “This system cannot 
stand because it is founded up- 
on a cross, the death of its.own 
leader, upon catastrophe; , it 
cannot stand.” But Oh, he had 
never learned the secret, this is 
just the reason why it does 
stand. 

A native priest approached 
Bishop Warren of I~4iq to. in- 
quire what the Gospel was. that 
he was preaching. The Dishop 
repiied by tellimg him the story 
of Jesus’ prayer, “Father for- 
give them for they kncw not 
what they do.” The priest lis- 
tened with increasing interest 
and at the end of the story 
sprang to his feet and cried, 
“Get out of here! get out of 
India! You will convert all of 
our people if you talk to them

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Let us not forget that the first 
words uttered by our Lord from 
the Cross were the words of 
forgiveness. The story is told 
of a soldier who was about to 
be brought before his command- 
ing officer for some offences. He 
had been called for many offen- 
ces before and had often been 
punished. The officer said, 
“Here he is again.” Many dif- 
ferent methods had been em- 
ployed for correction. The of- 
ficer said, “EXverything has been 
on him.” At that time a sub- 
ordinate officer stepped for- 
ward and apologizing for the 
liberty said, “There is one 
thing that has never been 
done with him yet.” “What 
is that?” said the officer. 
The subordinate officer said, 
“He has never been forgiven.” 
“Forgiven,” said the colonel 
surprised at the suggestion. He 
considered for awhile and then 
ordered the offender to be 
brought in and asked him what 
he had to say to the charge. 
“Nothing sir,” was the reply, 
“only I am sorry for what I 
have done.” Turning a kind 
and pitiful look on the man who 
was expecting nothing else than 
his punishment to be increased 


‘with a repetition of the offences, 


the colonel addressed him say- 
ing, “Well, we have tried every- 
thing with you and now we have 
resolved to FORGIVE you.” 

The soldier was struck dumb 
with amazement, tears started 
to his eyes. After thanking his 
officer he retired and from that 
day forward he was a new man. 
It is said that from that day on 
a better conducted man never 
wore the uniform. ‘ 

“Father forgive them!’ There 
are many great things in the 
world, but there is no principle 
so great as the religion of love 
and of pardoning mercy. Oh, 
that we could delve into this 
wonderful subject and get a 
new revelation of the noble 
principles that it contains and 
from henceforth be possessed 
with a genuine spirit of KIND- 
NESS and be TENDHRHEART- 
ED, FORGIVING one another as 
God for Christ’s sake hath for- 
given you. Oh, that we may 
ever manifest that spirit of the 
Master which prompted His first: 
utterance on the Cross. “Father 
forgive them for they know not 
what they do.”

‘for it. The waves were moun- 


tainous high. Our ship being 
empty was tossed about like a 
cork. The propellor was out of 
the water half of the time, spin- 
ning like an aeroplane and as it 
submerged would jerk the 
whole ship. One anchor had 
broken loose during the night 
and the other one was not hold- 
ing us back much. The first 
mate came around and called 
out, “Put on your life belts as 
we will hit in a few minutes.” 
{ did as directed and went and 
stood in a little passage way 
where I braced myself against 
the sides to keep from being 
killed by the rolling of the ship 
or being washed overboard by 
the waves. The sight of the 
boiling, seething surf as we ap- 
proached the beach, and palms 
beyond bent double by the driv- 
ing wind and rain was one that 
{ will never forget. 

We hit with a bang. The 
jarring as we were carried up on 
the beach was awful, but the 
ship did not turn over. It 
seemed as if the Lord had a lit- 
tle stretch of sandy shore there 
for us, because «the next day 
when the waves subsided we 
found that just a few feet at 
either end would have put us on 
the rocks. We spent the day on 
board as it wag almost impossi- 
ble to leave, but toward night 
the sailors wanted to make an 
attempt as they were afraid 
that the vessel would upset in 
the darkness. The capain for- 
bade them going, but the ques- 
tion being one of life and death 
and me being the only Christian 
they asked my advice, I told 
them to stay on board, which 
they finally decided to do. 

Next morning the storm was 
over, the sun rose with tropic 
splendor, coming up out of the 
sea like a flaming disc and 
guilding the wet and broken 
palms that fringed the white 
shore line with sparkling silver. 
The waves had gone down leay- 
ing the ship high and dry on 
the beach. All we had to do 
was to lower a rope ladder and 
step ashore. The natives re- 
ceived us hospitably while the 
chief plantation owner of the 
island invited us to his hacienda. 

From the Spanish newspapers 
we learned that such had been 
the violence of the storm that 
the water front in Havana had 
been flooded for three blocks. 
Over three hundred ships of 
all. sizes had been sunken 
or beached. One, a_ large 
steamer from Spain, had 
tried to make the Havana har- 
bor, but failing had run down 
to the Florida Keys where it 
was overturned. Some fisher- 
men saw it lying on the ocean 
bed, but of its 200 passengers 
or crew no trace was ever 
found. 


We stayed by our ship for 
several months while an at- 
tempt was made to float it and 
I had an excellent opportunity 
todo some missionary work 
among the natives. Finally it 
was given up and we left by 
train for Havana. On the way 
the Lord told me about going to 
Baltimore and helping Sister 
McPherson there, but when we 
arrived there was an epidemic 
of smallpox and no one could 
go through to New York with- 
out being vaccinated. I said, 
“Lord, I know that you want me 
to go to Baltimore, but I know 
that you do not want me to be 
vaccinated.” Well, they vac- 
cinated four hundred persons 
after we. got out to sea but they 
never said a word to me. How 
my name was checked off by 
mistake is a miracle that only 
God can explain. A few days 
later we. were back in New York 
and I left at once for Baltimore 
where some wonderful things 
happened, but that is another 
story.

not measure up to the truth, but
